Wa.shintjton, November 15.— Presi- 
dent Wilson has issued a proclamation 
by which the Fisu'ah National Forest, 
in western |<orth Carolina, is made a 
Federal (eaftie preset. This is the 
first Federal jrame preserve of its 
kind to be created east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. 

The Pisgah National Forest consists 
lartu'ly of the Oeonre W. Vanderbilt 
estate, iiart of which has been pur- 
chased bv the Government. The 
land is located near Asheville and 
Biltmore, N. C. Owing to the pro- 
tection against hunting which has 
been afforilt ii tlie tract fur .1 i.uiiihir i 
of years, the game has not bten i 
killed out. as is the case hi mbsti 
places in the southern mountains. | 
Ucer, wild turkey and pheasants ;iro I 
said to be plentiful. ■ | 

After it was known that the tract 
woukl be acquired by the Govern- 
ment, many of the local citizens 
urt;ed that the protection to the game 
should be continued. The North 
Carolina Legislature passed an act 
whereby the State consented to the 
eii;ictinent by Congress of laws for 
the protection of game, birds and tish 
on any knda purchased by the Gov- 
ernment under the Weelu Law in the 
western part of the State. 

As a tjame preserve, no hunting 
will be aUowed on the Forest and as 
the deer and otb r bum incrsase on 

the area, it is expected that the over- 
flow will drift out of the Forest and 
gradually restock adjacent lands. A 
movement is now on foot to place a 
herd of elk and one of buffalo in the 
preserve this winter. 

Regulations governing the camping 
and flaUag privOoiH have been 
drawn up in co-operation with local 
citizens and sporting clutw, and will 
be issue<l by the Secretary of Ai;ri- 
culture.. It is understood that regu- 
lated fldUiw wiU be allowed, but the 
number of permits issued tiie lint 
season will be portly experioienta], 
since the capadtjr fll Ike jImmu is 
not known.
